PALESTINE PEACE TALK 
PEACE talk from Palestine in r e c e n t 
days has been based on reports of direct 
negotiations between Israel and the sepa­ 
rate Arab governm ents involved in t h e 
fighting. These rumors appeal to logical 
reasoning, as it now appears that only by | 
such negotiations will peace agreem ents be , 
m ade. 
If peace in Palestine should finally com e I 
by direct dealings am ong the s t a t e s in­ 
volved, as now seem s likely, there doubt­ 
less would be a strong general inclination 
to discount the effects of United Nations 
intervention. The record of mediation by 
representatives of the United Nations has 
not been a brilliant one. 
On the other hand it should be rem em ­ 
bered that until the United Nations took a 
hand in it, all efforts to bring present J ew ­ 
ish and Arab leaders face to face to talk 
over their problems had failed. The first 
such meeting in connection with the post­ 
war Palestine situation was the result of 
the work of the late Count Bem a d o t I e , ! 
United Nations mediator. Previously t h e 
attitude on both sides had been best de­ 
scribed by the fam iliar phrase, "there is 
nothing to discuss,1' an attitude more likely 
than not to lead to war.
